been even milder, he added, in the 
no rthwestern states such as Mo n­ 
tana and the Dako tas. 
Chicago , Do nnell said, was repre­ 
sentative o f the entire area and in ¡Senate co mpleted tts 
this city the sno wfall has been o nly 
7 4 Inches this winter, the lo west 
figure since the go vernment started 
keeping reco rds, 47 years ago . 
On 
the average the seaso n's sno wfall in 
Chicago up to Feb. 28 is 26.8 Inches. 
In the GO years th at temperature 
reco rds have been kept, there were 
o nly five winters warmer than this 
o ne and the last o ne o f tho se was 
1889-1890. 
'Hie lo west temperature 
in Chicago all winter was o ne abo ve 
zero and the average fo r the three 
winter mo nths was 6 degrees abo ve 
no rmal. 
On the third o f February 
it was 54 and the lo west mark o f 
the mo nth was 12 degrees. 
Since the first o f the year the av­ 
erage dal y temperature, has been 
8.G degrees abo ve no rmal and the 
deficiency o f percipitatio n has been 
2 66 inches.

As an enemy of economy , v irtue,

health, intox icating liquor has a long and v icious rec- 
oid 
"The drunkard and the g lutton shall come 
to pov erty .” (Prov . 23 21;. Thoug h sav ed from Sodom, 
Lot's name was broug ht to disg race by wine. 
(Gen. 
HKlOfl). 
"Who hath woe? 
Who hath contentions? 
Who hath wounds without cause? 
They that tarry 
long at the wine 
At the last it blteth like a sur- 
puit, and sting eth like an adder.” 
(I'rov . 23.29 11. > 
For a century and more, our nation has battled 
with this demon 
While certain moral, social, and 
Industrial forces outside the Church of J esus Christ 
hav e enlisted, the battalions hav e been captained and 
manned almost entirely by militant Christians, who 
hav e felt Christ’s constraint to sally forth as pro­ 
tag o n ists o f sobriety and decency .
